REPORT ON INTERNAL ACCOUNTING CONTROLS 

As part of our examinations of the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation's (FDIC's) financial statements for the years ended 
December 31, 1983 and 1982, we made a study and evaluation of the 
system of internal accounting control to the extent we considered 
necessary to evaluate the system as required by generally accepted 
government auditing standards. This report pertains only to our 
study and evaluation of internal accounting controls for the year 
ended December 31, 1983. For the purpose of this report, we have 
classified the significant internal accounting controls in the fol- 
lowing categories: 

--assessments, 
--assistance to problem banks, 
--expenditures, 
--financial reporting, 
--investments, and 
--payroll. 

Our study included all of the control categories listed above ex- 
cept that we did not evaluate the accounting controls over assis- 
tance to problem banks, financial reporting, and investments be- 
cause it was more efficient to expand substantive audit tests. The 
purpose of our study and evaluation was to determine the nature, 
timing, and extent of the auditing procedures necessary for ex- 
pressing an opinion on the Corporation's financial statements. Our 
study and evaluation was more limited than would be necessary to 
express an opinion on the system of internal accounting control 
taken as a whole or on any of the categories of controls identified 
above. 

FDIC's management is responsible for estahlishinq and main- 
taining a system of internal accounting control. In fulfilling 
this responsibility, estimates and judgments by management are re- 
quired to assess the expected benefits and related costs of control 
procedures. The objectives of a system are to provide management 
with reasonable, but not absolute, assurance that assets are safe- 
guarded against loss from unauthorized use or disposition, and that 
transactions are executed in accordance with management's authori- 
zation and recorded properly to permit the preparation of financial li 
statements in accordance with generally accepted accounting princi- 
ples. Recause of inherent limitations in any system of internal 
accounting control, errors or irregularities may nevertheless occur 
and not be detected. Also, projection of any evaluation of the 
system to future periods is subject to the risk that procedures may 
become inadequate because of changes in conditions or that the de- 
gree of compliance with the procedures may deteriorate. 

Our study and evaluation made for the limited purpose described 
in the first paragraph would not necessarily disclose all material 
weaknesses in the system. Accordingly, we do not express an opin- 
ion on the system of internal accounting control of FDIC taken as a 
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whole or on any of the categories of controls identified In the 
first paragraph. However, our study and evaluation disclosed no 
condition that we believed to be a material weakness.

In our opinion, FDIC complied with the terms and provisions 
of laws and regulations for the transactions tested that could have 
materially affected the Corporation's financial statements. 

Nothing came to our attention in connection with our examina- 
tion that caused us to believe that the Corporation was not in com- 
pliance with the terms and provisions of laws and regulations for 
those transactions not tested.

The Corporation records its liability under an in- 
maintenance agrtcnent at the present value of each estimated cash outlay at the time 

the agreement 1s accepted. Estlm8ttd cash outlays art anticipated future payments the 
Corporation will provide to offset the difference between the annualfzed cost of funds and 
the annualized return on the declining volune of earning assets acari red in a merger trans- 
action, plus an amount to cover overhead costs. The charge is recorded to insurance loss. 
The present value of the liability is then accreted daily and recorded monthly over the 
term of the agreement. Any differences betwtn the estimated and actual cash outlays are 
recorded as payment adjustments. The present value of remaining estimated cash outlays 
art also rtviemd and adjusted each year when interest rate changes occurring in the 
marketplace appear material or permanent in nature. The originally recorded loss, plus 
or minus any payment and present value adjustments, will then be prorated between Insured 
banks and the Deposit Insurance Fund as provided in Section 7(d) of the Federal Deposit 
Insurance kt. 

Reclassifications: Reclassifications have been made in the 1982 Financial Statements 
to conform to the presentation used in 1983.

SWMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 

General. These statements do not include accountability for assets and liabilities 
of clmsured banks for whfch the Corporatfon acts as receiver or lfqufdatfng agent. 
Perfodic and final sccountabflfty reports of its activftfes as receiver or liqufdatfng 
agent are furnished by the Corporation to courts, supervisory authorities, and others as 
requfrtd. 

U.S. Treasury Dbligatfons. Securities are shown at amortized cost which is the 
purchase price of the securities less the mnortfzed premiun or plus the accreted discount. 
Such amortfzations and accretions art computed on a daily straight-line basis from the date 
of acqufsition to the date of maturity. 

Deposit Insurance Assessments. The Corporation assesses insured banks at the rate of 
1 A2 of one percent per year on the bank's average dtposf t lfabi lity less certain exclusions 
and deductions. Assessments are due in advance for each six-month period and credited to 
fncome each month. The Depository Institutions Deregulation and Monetary Control Act of 
1980 chunged the percentage of net assessment income to be transferred to insured banks each 
July 1 of the following calendar year from 66 Z/3 percent to 60 percent and authorized the 
FDIC Board of Dfrectors to make adjustments to this percentage within certain limits in 
order to malntafn the Deposft Insurance Fund between 1.25 and 1.40 percent of estimated 
insured deposits. If thfs ratio falls below 1.10 percent or above 1.40 percent, the FDIC 
Is mandated to make further reductions, up to 50 percent, or increases to the percentage 
distribution of net assessment income. 

Allowance for Losses. The Corporatfon tstablfshts an estfmated allowance for loss at 
the time a bank fails. These allowances art reviewed every six months and adjusted as re- 
qufrtd, based on financial developments whfch occur during each sfx-month period. The 
Corporatfon dots not state its estimated contingent liability for unknorm future bank 
closings because such estimutes are impossible to make. The Corporation's contingent lia- 
bility for eventual net losses depends upon factors which cannot be assessed until or after 
a bank has actually failed. The Corporation's entire Deposit Insurance Fund and borrowing 
authority are available, however, for such contfngencfes. 

The Washfnqton Office Buildings are depreciated on a straight-line 
basfs%%&ar estimated iife. The San Francisco Condominfun Offices are depreciated 
on a straight-line basis over a 35-year estimated life. The cost of furnf ture, fixtures, a 
equipment is expensed at time of acquisftfon. .

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7. Assessment Credits Due Insured Banks. Contingent upon a legfslatfvely specified 
retfo of the Corporation's Deposit Insurance Fund to estimated insured bank deposits, the 
Corporatfon credfts a legislatively authorized percentage (currently 60 percent) of its net 
assessment fncome to Insured banks. Thfs credft is distributed, prerata, to each insured 
bank as a reductfon of the followfng year's assessment. Net assessment income is 
determined by gross assessments less administrative operating expenses and expenses and 
losses related to insurance operations. 

The Garn-St Gewnafn Depository Instftutfons Act of 1982, amended Section 7(d)(l) 
of the Federal Deposit Insurance Act and authorized the Corporation to include certain 
lending costs in the computation of the net assessment income. The lending costs 
are the amounts by whfch the amount of interest earned on each loan made by the 
Corporation under Section 13 of the Federal Deposit Insurance Act after January 1, 1982, 
is less than the amount of interest the Corporation would have earned for the calendar 
year ff interest had been paid on the loans at a rate equal to the average current 
value of funds to the United States Treasury for the calendar year.

13. Retirement Plan. All permanent, full-time and part-time employees of the FDIC 
are covered by the contributory Civil Service Retirement Plan. The Corporation makes 
bi-weekly contributions to the plan equal to the employee's bf-weekly contributions. 
The retirement plan expenses incurred for calendar years 1983 and 1982 were S7,073,000 
and S6,439,CQO respectively. 

14. Net Worth Certificate Program. The net worth certificate program UBS established 
at the R)IC by authorization of the Garn-St Getmain Depository Institutions Act of 1982. 
Under this program, the Corporation would purchase a qualified institution's net worth 
certificate, and in a non-cash exchange,.the Corporation would issue its non-negotiable 
promissory note of equal value. The total assistance outstanding to qualified institu- 
tions as of December 31, 1983 and 1982 is $376,866,000 and $174,529,000 respectively. 'The 
Corporation does not expct to incur any losses directly attributable to such assistance. 

In 1982, the Corporation presented the net worth certificates as an asset and the related 
promissory notes as a lfabilfty on its Statement of Financial Position. As of Decembe 31, 
1983, the Corporation changed its method of presentation to reflect such transactions in a 
footnote disclosure as described above, The Corporation believes this treatment is 
preferable because It best reflects the true nature and s&stance of the progrun. This 
change had no effect on the Corporation's net income. 

15. Subsequent Events. On May 17, 1984, the FDIC, the Federal Reserve Board, the 
Cmptromer of the Currency, and a group of 28 commercial banks arranged an emergency 
assistance package totaling $7.5 billion. This assistance included a $5.5 billion 
unsecured line of credit from the commercial banks, and a $2 billion capital injection 
package from the FDIC and seven participating coftnnercfal banks. In addition, the Federal 
Reserve hard guaranteed to meet daily cash requirements, if any were needed, beyond the b 
$7.5 billion commitment. At the present time, it is uncertain what FDIC assistance will 
ultimately result and what impact such assistance muld have on the Deposit Insurance 
Fund.
